The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the 
City  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  beginning  January  1,  1941  and  ending  December  31, 
1941. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are  made  up  from  receipts 
and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  as  issued 
by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts. 


It  wiU  be  noticed  that  the  terms  “revenue”  and  “non-revenue”  are  used,  “revenue” 
meaning  money  accruing  to  the  municipal  treasury  and  under  general  taxation,  police 
powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered.  “Non-revenue”  meaning  offsets  to  outlays,  such  as 
permanent  improvements,  bond  issues,  money  hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary 
accounts,  etc.  Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  arranged 
in  the  same  order  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the  auditor’s  report  including 
a report  of  trust  funds  and  a statement  of  funds  held  by  private  trustees,  the  income 
of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport  or  any  of  its  inhabitants. 


SCHEDULES 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and  payments  during 
the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year.  This  schedule 
shows  that  during  the  year  the  city  has  received  $5,046.89  more  than  was  expended. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  for  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  showing  total  receipts  from  revenue 
$1,027,300.11  and  expense  of  maintenance  to  be  $1,034,671.79,  making  excess  pay- 
ments of  $7,371.68  for  the  year,  w’hich  amount  wifh  the  excess  of  non-revenue  receipts 
for  the  year  is  indicated  in  the  increase  of  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by  departments,  less 
transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B,  also  a statement  of  non-revenue 
receipts  and  payments  during  the  year.

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  a report,  filed  in  compliance  with  Chapter  14  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Newburyport  (1937),  of  my  conduct  of  the  office  of  City  Solicitor 
from  the  date  of  my  appointment,  July  12,  1941,  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  on  Janu- 
ary 5,  1942. 

When  I assumed  office,  the  cases  listed  below  were  pending  against  the  City  in  courts 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

Brooks  Construction  and  Lumber  Company: 

An  action  of  contract,  in  the  Essex  Superior  Court,  for  labor  and  material  allegedly 
due  the  plaintiff.  This  case  has  not  been  tried. 

Susie  F.  McCurdy: 

An  action  of  tort,  in  the  Essex  Superior  Court,  based  upon  a claim  for  damages 
for  personal  injuries.  This  is  still  pending. 

City  of  Medford: 

A soldier’s  relief  case,  in  the  Middlesex  Superior  Court,  in  which  the  plaintiff  city 
claimed  that  the  veteran  had  a settlement  in  Newburyport.  With  the  approval  of 
the  agent  and  the  Committee  on  Soldiers’  Relief,  I settled  this  case  for  $150.00.

Actions  of  tort,  in  the  District  Court  of  Newburyport,  to  recover  for  personal  in- 
juries and  property  damage,  claimed  to  have  resulted  from  a highway  defect.  This 
case  has  not  been  tried. 

Depositors  Realty  Corporation : 

An  action  of  contract,  in  the  Essex  County  Superior  Court,  in  which  the  plaintiff 
seeks  to  recover  for  rent  which  it  claims  is  owed  by  the  city.  This  is  still  pending. 

George  Bowman  and  George  Bowman,  Jr. 

These  actions  of  tort,  previously  tried  to  a jury  in  the  Essex  County  Superior  Court, 
had  already  been  taken  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  when  I took  office.  They 
have  been  heard  in  the  latter  wdth  the  result  that  the  judgment  is  for  the  city  in 
the  first  case  and  for  the  plaintiff  in  the  second  case.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Since  July  12,  1941,  two  actions  have  been  entered  against, the  city.  One  is  that  of 
Eleanor  Quill  to  recover  for  personal  injuries  as  a result  of  an  alleged  defective  condition 
in  a highway,  and  the  other  is  that  of  Hannah  G.  Robinson,  administratrix  of  the  estate 
of  John  E.  Norton,  for  injuries  claimed  to  have  been  received  by  the  deceased  as  a result 
of  a fall  on  a sidewalk  on  Merrimac  Street.  Both  cases  are  awaiting  trial  in  the  Essex 
County  Superior  Court. 

At  the  request  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Department,  I brought  an  action  in  the 
name  of  the  city  against  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Towm  of  Salisbury  to  recover  a sum  of 
money  furnished  to  a recipient  w'ho  is  believed  to  have  a settlement  in  that  towm.  This 
is  in  the  District  Court  of  Newburyport,  and  has  not  been  tried. 

I represented  the  city  in  the  tax  appeal  cases  of  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Coal  and 
Iron  Co.,  Ella  M.  Johnson  and  Nathaniel  N.  and  Jennie  U.  Jones.  Two  of  these  cases 
were  settled  before  hearing  and  the  third  was  tried  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  in 
Boston. 

Several  tax  foreclosure  proceedings,  brought  by  my  predecessor,  were  pending  in 
the  Land  Court  when  I came  into  office.  Some  of  these  have  been  completed  during  my 
term.  The  others  will  probably  be  finished  within  a few  months. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  problems,  I have  attended  to  the  numerous  routine 
duties  of  the  office,  including  the  investigation  of  claims,  the  preparation  of  opinions, 
the  drafting  of  contracts,  deeds  and  other  documents  required  from  time  to  time  by  the 
various  municipal  departments.

Fire  Apparatus 

The  apparatus  of  the  Fire  Department  is  as  follows: 

1 Maxim  500  gallon  pumper  and  hose  car  purchased  in  1938.  First  class  condition. 

1 American  LaFrance  1000  gallon  pumper  and  hose' car  purchased  in  1928.  First 
class  condition. 

1 Maxim  Ladder  Truck  purchased  in  1926.  Machine  is  in  first  class  condition  but 
the  ladders  due  to  too  much  heat  in  the  station  are  in  bad  condition. 

1 Seagrave  750  gallon  pumper  and  hose  car.  Purchased  in  1919.  Very  expensive 
piece  to  maintain  and  operate.  Attention  should  be  given  towards  a new  piece  to  take 
its  place. 

1 Larabee  hose  truck.  Purchased  in  1922  in  third  class  condition.  This  machine 
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has  almost  outlived  its  usefulness  and  it  is  mostly  used  now  for  trucking  wet  hose  and 
snow. 

1 Henney  Packard  ambulance  purchased  in  1938.  First  class  condition  and  a credit 
to  the  city. 

1 Portable  fire  pump. 

1 No.  10  cutting  torch. 

Recommendations 

The  purchase  of  a 65  foot  Junior  Aerial  to  replace  the  Maxim  ladder  truck  pur- 
chased in  1926  should  be  given  serious  consideration  and  if  conditions  warranted  and 
funds  available  it  would  be  a wise  investment. 

That  a 750  gallon  pumper  and  hose  wagon  be  purchased  to  replace  the  Seagrave. 
This  machine  is  now  22  years  old. 

Hose  7 should  be  discarded  and  replaced  with  a ton  pick  up  truck. 

Any  truck  that  is  nearly  20  years  old  or  more  must  have  obsolete  design  of  con- 
struction as  compared  to  present  day  design.  This  brings  up  the  question  that  the 
engine  and  parts  must  have  been  designed  about  25  year's  ago  as  they  are  designed  two 
or  three  years  back  of  their  last  sale. 

All  of  the  trouble  in  automotive  mechanics  that  existed  25  years  ago,  must  by 
necessity  exist  in  a fire  truck  that  is  nearly  that  now.  This  means  poor  braking,  constant 
failure  in  engine  parts,  difficult  steering,  and  right  there,  with  all  of  the  cars  on  the  road 
today  the  fire  truck  has  a lot  of  competition  and  should  steer  and  brake  well,  above  all 
things.  Of  course,  much  has  been  learned  in  the  last  25  years. 

If  the  taxpayer  was  to  bring  out  a 25  year  old  passenger  car  and  say  that  this  is 
entirely  satisfactory  and  safe  to  compete  in  a hurry  with  the  rest  of  the  trucks,  then  he 
is  in  the  same  position  he  would  be  if  he  said  an  old  fire  truck  w'as  still  satisfactory  to 
drive  on  the  highway.  The  cost  of  maintaining  these  old  jobs  go  a long  w^ay  tow^ard 
paying  interest  and  depreciation  on  a new'  one. 

The  performance  of  a new'  truck  from  standpoint  of  pumping  is  almost  double  that 
of  the  old  ones,  even  though  they  are  both  rated  the  same. 

An  important  factor  is  that  today  it  is  not  who  wants  to  buy  a fire  truck  but  w'ho 
can  make  delivery  within  six  months  from  date  of  order;  material  is  becoming  a problem, 
labor  is  a difficulty  and  prices  have  advanced. 

Hose 

At  present  we  have  7,900  feet  of  23^  inch  hose  classified  as  follows: 

1.000  feet  purchased  in  1934  in  fair  condition. 

4.000  feet  purchased  in  1936  in  fair  condition. 

2,900  feet  purchased  some  few  years  back. 

800  feet  of  13^  inch  hose  in  good  condition. 

1.000  feet  of  1 inch  hose  (Booster)  in  good  condition. 

This  coming  year  we  should  purchase  1,.500  feet  of  23^  inch  hose,  and  500  feet  of 
13^  inch  hose.  It  is  very  essential  that  we  should  have  plenty  of  hose  on  hand  at  all 
times. 
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Hose  Tower 

A hose  tower  should  be  built.  It  is  impossible  to  dry  hose  properly  in  the  station. 
Hose  improperly  dried  deteriorates  very  rapidly  and  of  coiuse  must  be  replaced,  at 
unnecessary  and  costly  expense.  After  fires,  hose  should  be  washed  to  remove  all  grit  or 
any  other  foreign  substance  that  might  have  collected  on  it  during  a fire. 

Addition 

That  at  the  rear  of  main  building  an  additon  two  stories  high  and  twenty- two  foot 
square  be  built  in  conjunction  with  a 65  ft.  tower.  This  addition  could  accommodate 
the  fire  alarm  system. 

Plans  have  been  drawn  up  for  the  construction  of  this  tow^er  and  addition  by  a 
capable  engineer  and  are  available  at  the  fire  station. 

We  should  have  this  tower  at  once,  as  we  have  already  lost  a lot  of  good  hose  through 
improper  drying  in  the  basement.  It  is  impossible  to  stop  wet  hose  from  mildewing  in 
the  basement. 

Project 

Project  of  painting  the  station  and  building  of  the  hose  tow^er  has  started  and  I expect 
it  will  be  completed  in  about  four  months. 

Dumps 

I would  like  to  stress  that  the  supervision  of  these  dumps  and  their  fires  would  be 
a great  benefit  to  our  department  and  neighbors  in  that  locality,  by  having  two  men 
stationed  at  these  dumps  at  the  time  when  these  fires  are  started. 

They  could  supervise  the  burning  of  all  rubbish  and  prevent  fire  from  getting 
deep  rooted. 

Also  it  would  eliminate  the  many  complaints  received  because  of  these  smoking 
and  disagreeable  smelling  fires.  It  w^ould  not  tie  up  important  pieces  of  apparatus.  Also 
would  not  be  ruining  costly  hose  and  tires. 

We  have  no  objections  to  the  labor  connected  with  this  fire  extinguishment  but 
it  requires  the  services  of  three  men  for  hours. 

A gasoline  pump  should  be  installed  near  the  river  on  the  dumping  grounds,  using 
river  water  instead  of  our  drinking  water  and  the  furnishing  of  a 2 inch  pipe  line  with 
sufficient  hose,  not  expensive  hose,  as  to  enable  the  employees  of  the  dump  to  cope 
with  these  fires  when  necessary. 

REMARKS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 
Central  Station 

That  the  slate  roof  be  removed  and  replaced  with  a heavy  jumbo  fire  resistance 
shingle.  At  present  the  roof  leaks  badly  and  it  is  a waste  of  money  and  time  to  try  and 
repair  it  as  the  nails  are  all  rusted  away  and  new  leaks  develop  from  walking  on  it. 

Basement 

The  basement  was  left  in  a bad  condition  from  the  project  on  remodeling  the  station 
and  should  be  dug  down  at  least  three  feet  more  and  a new  floor  of  cement  laid. 
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Doors 

Over  head  doors  should  be  installed  on  fire  station  replacing  doors  that  swing  in  to 
apparatus. 

Fire  Alarm  Boxes 

Fire  alarm  boxes  should  be  installed  in  all  our  public  buildings. 

The  “No  school”  signal  should  be  sent  in  from  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 


Equipment 

All  minor  equipment  too  numerous  to  mention  is  in  first  class  condition. 

Fire  Drills 

All  schools  have  been  inspected  and  fire  drills  demonstrated  and  found  satisfactory. 

Chemicals 

All  chemicals  in  schools,  factories,  garages,  hospitals,  and  private  dwellings  have 
been  recharged  by  men  at  Central  Fire  Station. 

First  Aid 

The  men  are  well  drilled  in  first  aid.  The  schools  and  all  other  departments  should 
be  taught  first  aid. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  sincerely  the  Mayor,  fire  committee  members,  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council,  various  other  department  heads,  and  the  citizens  of  New- 
buryport  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation.  The  officers  and  members  of  this  de- 
partment have  my  commendation  and  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  efficient  and  faithful 
manner  in  which  they  have  executed  and  performed  their  duties.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen : 

Herewith  submitted  is  the  report  of  this  department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1941: 


Fire  Alarm 

Purchased  new  fire  alarm  box  No.  371  and  installed  at  corner  of  Center  and  Water 
Streets. 

Installed  safety  valves  and  inspection  openings  in  Air  Tanks  No.  1 and  2 in  City 
Hall.  This  was  done  to  bring  them  up  to  the  specifications  of  the  Mass.  Air  Tank  Law. 

Tied  in  lines  on  Water  Street  to  complete  job  started  in  1940. 

Purchased  and  installed  16  new  batteries  for  fire  alarm  system  in  City  Hall. 
Rewired  5 poles  with  new  crossarms  and  insulators. 

Removed  5 tappers. 

Installed  3 tappers. 

Changed  location  of  Mayfair  tapper. 

Removed  whistle  and  apparatus  from  former  Burley  & Stevens  Building. 
Removed,  repaired,  and  reinstalled  Box  23. 

Repaired  indicator  at  Central  Fire  Station  twice. 

Repaired  relays  on  Fire  Alarm  Board  in  City  Hall. 

Repaired  broken  wire  in  North  End  Tower. 

Cleared  wires  from  trees  in  south  end  of  city. 

Painted  half  of  fire  alarm  boxes. 

Replaced  broken  glasses  in  fire  alarm  boxes. 

Oiled,  cleaned  and  tested  all  boxes. 

Checked  fire  alarm  system  with  an  adjustor  from  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance 
Rating  Company  who  w'as  investigating  the  fire  protection  facilities  in  the  city. 


POLICE  SIGNALS 

Installed  new  batteries  and  rectifiers  in  the  Police  Station  under  the  supervision 
of  a representative  of  the  Gamewell  Company.  With  the  permission  of  the  Mayor,  the 
necessary  changes  were  made  to  make  the  padded  cell  over  into  the  battery  room. 

Changed  Police  Signal  boxes,  flashers  and  wires  from  old  pole  to  new'  pole  at  the 
corner  of  State  and  High  Streets,  and  at  the  corner  of  Kent  and  Monroe  Streets. 

Changed  wires  from  old  pole  to  new  pole  at  the  corner  of  Oakland  and  Jackson 
Streets. 
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Repaired  horn  located  at  corner  of  Water  and  Lime  Streets  and  one  in  Market 
Square. 

Repaired  Police  Signal  System  clock. 

Spliced  cable  on  High  Street  near  Market  Street. 

Numerous  calls  from  the  Police  Department  were  answered  for  trouble  in  telephone 
boxes  on  all  circuits.  Short  circuits,  caused  by  a general  breakdown  in  the  insulation 
of  the  wire,  were  found  to  be  causing  the  trouble.  Circuit  4 is  in  such  a condition  that 
it  has  had  to  be  eliminated  altogether.  This  circuit  is  in  the  north  end  of  the  city. 

The  circuits  controlling  the  flashers  in  the  city  have  also  given  considerable  trouble 
because  of  the  poor  condition  of  the  vdre. 


INSPECTOR  OF  WIRES 
138  wiring  permits  have  been  issued. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1941,  all  of  the  work  planned  in  the  budget  for  the  Fire  Alarm 
Department  had  been  completed.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  have  arranged  in  detail  a report  of  their  expenditures 
for  the  calendar  year  of  1941.  This  report  covers  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  General 
Relief  and  Horton  Home,  and  is  arranged  in  such  manner  that  the  cost  in  each  category 
can  be  easily  noted  and  this  in  turn  is  broken  down  on  a monthly  basis. 

Much  of  this  expense  is  mandatory  and  our  policy  in  disbursing  relief  is  governed 
more  or  less  by  statute  law  and  state  policy. 

The  standard  of  relief  in  Massachusetts  is  practically  the  same  in  all  cities  and 
towns  and  the  policy  of  most  departments  is  comparable  to  the  standard  set  by  the 
state  which  insists  that  the  recipient  must  be  provided  for  in  a decent  manner.  By  this, 
we  do  not  mean  that  you  can  use  the  same  yard  stick  in  each  case,  but  we  do  mean  that 
as  far  as  humanly  possible,  it  has  been  our  policy  to  handle  each  case  on  an  equitable 
basis.  Our  most  difficult  problem  is  that  of  aid  to  large  families  with  small  incomes; 
this  is  called  supplementary  aid  and  varies  according  to  the  size,  income  and  physical 
condition  of  the  family  group. 

This  type  of  aid  has  the  full  endorsement  of  the  State  and  the  thought  back  of  this 
is  to  provide  a sufficient  budget  and  adequate  medical  service  so  that  when  the  children 
of  these  families  reach  maturity,  they  are  not  victims  of  malnutrition  and  a chronic 
physical  condition. 

Our  department  also  provides  for  quite  a few  so  called  unemployables,  both  male 
and  female.  These  people  are  unemployable  for  several  reasons,  such  as,  old  age,  phy- 
sically unfit  and  inadequate  personality.  Practically  all  of  these  cases  are  of  long  stand- 
ing and  have  been  a constant  drain  on  the  Welfare  department.  For  the  most  part, 
they  are  without  family  ties  and  must  be  provided  for  on  General  Relief  or  in  an  in- 
stitution which,  in  itself,  does  not  solve  the  problem  of  support  that  must  be  financed 
by  the  city  in  either  case.  This  group  is  composed  mostly  of  women  and  some  alien  men 
who  cannot  qualify  for  Old  Age  Assistance,  W.P.A.,  or  defense  work,  under  the  existing 
laws. 

Under  the  Social  Security  Act,  the  policy  of  giving  relief  to  Aid  to  Dependent  Child- 
ren cases  is  definitely  established  by  the  State  and  Federal  Governments  and  since 
they  pay  practically  two-thirds  of  the  gross  cost  then  it  would  seem  that  they  are  within 
their  rights  in  establishing  a budget  which  we  must  use. 

In  analyzing  the  cost  of  Welfare  to  the  City,  you  should,  as  a matter  of  equity, 
take  into  consideration  the  amount  of  reimbursement  received  through  our  depart- 
ment for  the  calendar  year  of  1941.  These  reimbursements  should  be  deducted  from  our 
gross  costs  to  find  the  true  cost  of  relief  to  our  citizens.  To  take  the  gross  cost  only  is  a 
pure  evasion  of  the  facts  and  will  not  give  a true  picture  of  the  finances  of  the  depart- 
ment. 
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With  the  exception  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  all  our  cases  come  under  Chapter 
117  of  the  General  Laws  and  the  duties  of  our  Board  is  clearly  defined  therein  and  our 
action  is  obligatory  and  not  optional. 

Although  the  amount  of  reimbursement  received  by  our  department  can  be  found 
in  our  itemized  report,  we  would  like  to  make  a special  note  of  it  here  and  a word  of 
explanation. 

For  the  year  1941,  the  City  of  Newburyport  received  from  the  Welfare  depart- 
ment, reimbursements  from  all  sources  and  paid  into  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $28,680.77, 
which  is  better  than  twenty-five  percent  of  our  gross  cost.  In  addition,  to  the  above 
amount,  there  is  still  due  from  the  State  for  the  year  1941,  the  sum  of  $9,843.20  for 
reimbursement  on  A.D.C.  which  we  have  been  assured  by  the  auditor  of  payrolls,  will 
be  paid  in  part  at  least  within  a few  months. 

The  credit  of  this  reimbursement  belongs  entirely  to  the  employees  of  the  Welfare 
department,  for  without  their  alertness  and  compliance  with  the  laws  governing  re- 
imbursement, and  sending  bills  and  proper  notices  \vnthin  the  prescribed  time,  the  City 
of  Newburyport  could  not  collect  one  penny  of  this  money. 

The  problem  of  reimbursement  is  a very  important  function  of  the  Welfare  de- 
partment and  the  requirements  of  the  State  and  Federal  governments  are  getting  more 
severe  and  exacting  every  month.  Our  accounts,  at  present,  are  in  very  good  condition 
and  have  been  for  two  years,  when  our  department  cleared  up  aboiit  fifteen  accounts 
that  had  been  dormant  since  1931. 

At  the  present  time,  the  demands  of  the  State  are  so  exacting  that  it  will  take  the 
full  time  of  one  employee  to  take  care  of  A.D.C.  and  State  cases  alone. 

At  various  times,  it  has  been  necessary  to  call  upon  other  departments  for  records 
and  data  in  these  cases  and  we  wish  to  thank  them  for  their  full  co-operation. 

The  Horton  Home  report  is  appended  to  this  report  and  is  submitted  as  part  of 
our  general  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1941 

To  the  Board  of  Directors: 

Herewith  I submit  the  86th  Annual  Report  of  the  state  of  the  Library  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1941.  The  usual  statistics  are  tabulated  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Number  of  Borrowers  Increase 

During  the  year,  98  technical  and  scientific  books  were  bought  to  meet  the  requests 
of  those  trying  for  new  defense  jobs  in  Portsmouth,  Lynn  and  elsewhere,  or  training  in 
the  Machine  Shop  Course  at  the  High  School.  Several  key  volumes  were  duplicated 
and  placed  on  a long  term  loan  in  the  High  School. 

The  Library  has  an  excellent  representative  collection  of  vocational  material — 
both  books  and  pamphlets — and  this  was  added  to  extensively.  Demands  from  senior 
students  and  others  seeking  new  employment  proved  their  usefulness. 

Various  exhibitions  of  the  work  done  by  members  of  the  local  Red  Cross  Chapter

were  displayed.  In  the  roll  call  for  membership  the  Librarian  directed  the  publicity 
campaign. 

The  work  accomplished  by  the  British  War  Relief  Committee  was  likewise  dis- 
played. 

NewLuryport  was  selected  as  depository  for  collecting  books  for  the  U.S.O.  Later 
it  was  made  the  collection  center  for  the  surrounding  towms  of  Amesbury,  Salisbury, 
Rowley,  Ipswich,  West  Newbury  and  Newbury  in  the  Victory  Book  Campaign  with 
the  Librarian  as  director. 

WORLD  NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK — a large  weekly  map,  giving  the  status  of  the 
war  on  all  fronts  and  current  defense  news,  has  proved  successful  in  keeping  the  public 
informed. 

Foreign  language  books  totaling  131  were  obtained  for  Armenian,  Greek,  Italian, 
Polish  and  Russian  readers  of  the  city.  In  addition  45  books  were  borrowed  from  other 
libraries  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport  residents. 

Several  bibliographies,  including  a four  page  list  of  books  on  South  America,  were 
compiled  for  local  clubs,  high  school  teachers  and  individuals.  All  were  available  in  the 
Library. 

For  the  grade  school  pupils,  deposits  were  sent  to  the  schools,  and  story  hours  and 
special  exhibits  were  arranged  in  the  Children’s  Room.  The  three  talks  by  two  authors 
of  juvenile  books  and  a professional  story  teller  were  well  attended.  During  the  summer 
a Vacation  Reading  Club  was  again  formed  with  128  members.  At  a party  for  the  child- 
ren diplomas  were  granted  the  56  boys  and  girls  who  completed  all  the  requirements. 
State  Reading  Certificates  were  also  awarded  in  1941.  For  Book  Week  a literary  contest 
was  held  and  books  given  as  prizes. 

The  library  messenger  service  to  shut-ins  was  expanded  by  utilizing  the  services 
of  Boy  Scouts  through  the  courtesy  of  Commissioner  Wilbur  Littlefield. 

The  Librarian  reviewed  several  books  before  various  organizations  and  gave  a 
talk  on  “The  Functions  of  a Library”  to  the  Kiwanis  Club. 

Circulation 

Circulation  of  books  dropped  from  130,948  in  1940  (the  highest  ever  recorded  in 
this  Library)  to  117,521,  a loss  of  13,427.  The  decrease  may  be  attributed  to  re-employ- 
ment, defense  activities  and  less  money  for  books.  The  book  income  shrank  even  more 
and  Friends  of  the  Library  contributions  are  allocated  to  a microfilm  project.  Yet  there 
was  an  increase  in  the  following  classes:  General  (60%);  Religion  (7%);  Philiosophy 
(3%) ; and  Phonograph  Recordings  (2%).  Circulation  was  8 per  capita  while  the  average 
for  the  country  is  6.  The  actual  circulation  per  registered  borrower  was  14. 

Friends  of  the  Library 

This  year  the  Friends  of  the  Library  Association  again  gained  several  new  members 
and  held  two  meetings.  In  April,  Marie  Peary  Stafford,  daughter  of  the  discoverer  of  the 
North  Pole,  lectured  in  the  High  School  Auditorium,  to  an  audience  of  approximately 
450  persons,  on  Greenland,  a timely  topic  since  the  United  States  had  just  occupied 
the  island  shortly  before.  In  November,  Ralph  Tracy  Hale,  editor  and  publisher,  spoke 
on  “Famous  Authors  I Have  Known.”  In  1942  it  is  hoped  to  have  sufficient  funds  to 
start  microfilming  Newburyport  newspapers.  The  war  makes  the  project  imperative.

Library  Progress 

In  January  new  wooden  floors  suitable  only  as  bases  for  linoleum  or  rubber  tile  were 
laid  in  the  Reading  Room  and  most  of  the  upstairs  sections.  Later  in  the  year  linoleum 
was  added  to  the  Reading  Room  floor,  but  the  large  area  in  the  circulation  and  reference 
departments  where  the  greatst  wear  comes  still  lacks  a protective  covering.  I strongly 
urge  the  Board  of  Directors  to  find  some  means  whereby  linoleum  or  tile  may  be  laid 
soon. 

Most  of  the  old  books  in  the  basement  were  sold  after  careful  examination  in  order 
to  permit  erection  of  new  wooden  stacks.  It  is  hoped  that  the  W.P.A.  will  finish  the  few 
shelves  lacking.  Magazines  and  older  books  not  commonly  called  for  will  be  shelved  in 
the  new  stacks.  Additional  lights  will  be  necessary  there. 

The  Librarian  and  the  Staff  served  on  various  committees  at  the  National  Con- 
ference of  the  American  Library  Association  in  Boston  and  attended  several  meetings. 
Miss  Carter  took  courses  in  Cataloguing  and  Reference  and  Miss  Castle  in  Reference 
and  Book  Selection  at  the  summer  school  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


February  4,  1942. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council, 

City  of  Newburyport,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  forty-sixth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  is  respectfully 
submitted  herewith: 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Department  emergency  regulations  were 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  curtailment  in  the  use  of  water.  This  emergency 
was  caused  by  a combination  of  the  driest  year  in  point  of  rainfall  on  our  records 
and  the  loss  of  the  lower  Artichoke  Basin  for  the  past  three  years  as  a source  of  supply. 
The  water  in  the  upper  basin  dropped  to  a point  sixty-nine  inches  below  the  top  of  the 
dam  which,  translated  into  gallons  of  water  available,  was  a month’s  supply.  The  rain- 
fall for  the  year  was  8.07  inches  less  than  the  average  rainfall  for  the  twenty-nine  year 
period  of  1913-1941. 

The  Board  appreciates  the  whole  hearted  co-operation  of  the  citizens  in  abiding 
by  the  emergency  regulations. 

Plans  for  an  emergency  supply  were  studied  by  the  Board  and  Whitman  & Howard, 
consulting  engineers.  Possible  connections  with  Salisbury,  Amesbury  and  West  New- 
bury were  considered  as  well  as  driving  test  wells.  The  latter  method  was  decided  on  and 
D.  L.  Maher  of  Cambridge  was  awarded  a contract  to  drive  test  wells.  One  location 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory  both  as  to  quality  and  quantity  but  no  action  has  been 
taken  by  the  Board  to  develop  the  well  as  a permanent  or  emergency  supply. 

At  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  Board  has  taken  certain 
necessary  steps  to  meet  the  war  emergency.

Ordinance 

An  Ordinance  entitled  an  Ordinance  amending  an  Ordinance  entitled  “Regulations 
of  Fire  Department”  by  amending  the  following  section  1 to  Chapter  Twenty-A 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  as  follows: 

Section  one  of  said  Ordinance  is  amended  by  removing  the  word  Chauffeur  in  hne 
three  of  Section  One  and  substituting  therefor  the  word  Mechanic,  so  that  the  revised 
Section  shall  read  as  follows: 

The  Fire  Department  shall  consist  of  a call  chief,  call  deputy  chief,  one  permanent 
fireman  mechanic  and  not  more  than  thirteen  permanent  members  and  as  many  call 
men  as  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

The  call  men  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council. 

The  members  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  may  determine. 

This  Ordinance  is  to  take  effect  upon  its  final  passage.

ORDINANCE: 

AN  ORDINANCE  ENTITLED  AN  ORDINANCE  AMENDING  AN  ORDI- 
NANCE ENTITLED  “LAYING  OUT  OF  STREETS.” 

WHEREAS  in  order  to  complete  the  laying  of  sewerage  system  in  the  City  of  New- 
buryport,  it  is  necessary  that  certain  highways  be  officially  laid  out  as  public  highways 
by  the  City,  and  that  the  laying  of  said  sewerage  system  through  certain  unaccepted 
highways  is  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  therefore  the  deferred 
operation  of  this  ordinance  would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose  it  is  deemed  an  emergency 
measure  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  health  and  convenience  of  the  public  and 
shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  passage. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  NEWBURY- 
PORT  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Section  one  of  Chapter  thirty  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  city  of  Newburyport  is 
hereby  amended  by  repealing  said  section  one  and  substituting  the  following  section 
one  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  One:  No  main  highway  or  thoroughfare  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  to  be  laid 
out  as  a public  way  shall  be  less  than  fifty  feet  in  width  between  property  lines;  and  all 
cross  streets  connecting  main  highways  or  thoroughfares  or  other  cross  streets  in  the 
City  of  Newburyport,  laid  out  as  public  ways,  shall  be  not  less  than  thirty-five  feet  in 
width  between  property  lines.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  ways  included  in  the 
official  plans  of  the  Assessors  Office  or  recorded  or  laid  out  on  any  plan  on  file  at  the 
Registry  of  Deeds.
